Unable to collect amounts due him or 
to pay inzistent creditors, Philip J. Sie- 
mons, aged 60, spent the last hour of his 
life playing solitaire, and shot himself 
shortly before 3 o'clock Thursday morning 
at his home, 1223 Tower Grove avenue, dy- 
mg immediately from the wound.

The United States steamer Dixie, Capt. 
Berry, from New York, arrived today after 
a quick and safe passage. Her passengers 
include many world-famous scientists. 

Prof. Robert T. Hill, government geolo- 
gist; Prof. C. FE. Borchgrevink, the antarc- 
tic explorer, Messrs. George Curtis and 
George Kennan and many magazine writers 
and correspondents are also among those 
who arrived on the steamer. 

The Dixie began landing her enormous 
cargo of supplies early and the stores soon 
became congested, and this is the greatest 
difficulty of the administration. 


The United States steamer Potomac. went, 


to inspect St. Pierre with the commanders 
of the war vessels now here. 

With the greatest difficulty the party suc- 
ceeded in making a landing. 

The effect of the outburst of yesterady 
was tremendous. 

The huge bastile towers of the cathedral 
were hurled flat to the earth. 

The bomberdment of volcanic stones is 
not sufficient to account for this, and all 
evidences point to the passage of a furious 
blast of blasting gas, tray®ling at enormous 
speed and with nanhouaalite force. 

The deposit of boulders, ashes and angu- 
lar stones is enormous. 

Not a human being saw what happened 
at St. Pierre yesterday morning. This sec- 
ond eruption was many ‘times more violent 
than that which affected S*. Pierre and 
swept its people from the earth. 

Nor has all volcanic activity ceased. 

Vast columns of smoke and gas still pour 
from the great crater, and new fissures 
have opened on the mountain sides and are 
vomiting yellow whirlwinds, which rush 
intermittently now from one — and now 
from another. 

Bolling mud also thrown out at times 
in torrents that reach the sea and produce 
small tidal waves. 

From a somber, silent city of death and 
desolation, St. Pierre has become a hideous 
amphitheater of flery, roaring destruction. 

The Potomac could not approach close to 
St. Pierre. 

The Dixie will sail tomorrow for 8t. Vin- 
‘cent, but the other vessels will remain. 

The scientists who have arrived will ex- 
amine into the question of the danger of the 
peaks of Carbet near Fort de France be- 
coming active volcanos. 

The outburst of yesterday probably means 
a ruined island, as all confidence is lost.

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The immense ‘cloud of @ust-east forth by Krakatoa, to a height 
of 20 miles or more, revealed for the first time this tremendous 
wind current, against which no tree or house could stand for 
an instant, yet which never comes nearer than about 20 miles 
of the carth’s surface, 

In 18 days the dust from Krakatoa circied the earth, carried 
on this current. Everywhero this dust reddened the sky at sun- 
set with a redness never before seen. And by comparing rec- 
ords, the scientists concluded that it was this dust, and nothing 
else, which thus traveled and make the skies lurid. 

The wind which thé dust from Krakatoa made visible moves 
at the rate of 2709 miles 3 day, or 11h miles an hour. It circles 
the earts: in the vicinity of the equator and seems to afford an 
incontestible proof of the revolution of the earth. But for 
Krakatoa and its eruption we should still have been ignorant 
of its existence.

ASTRONOMER-PRIEST SAYS SUCH 
BODIES ORIGINALLY COME 
FROM THE EARTH. 


A Fraction of a Second’s Difference in 
the Aerolite’s Speed Would Have 
Caused Death of J. F. 

DeVol. 


Father Martin 8. Brennan, pastor of the 
Catholic church of- St. Lawrence O'Toole 
and professor of astronomy and geology at 
Kenrick Seminary, gives an interesting ex- 
planation of the meteor which fell Wednes- 
day morning in the rear of the Roberts, 
Johnson & Rand Shoe Co.'s factory, Thir- 
teenth and Mullanphy streets, within a few 
feet of where the factory engineer J. 
F. de Vol, was standing. 

“A meteor is a meteoroid that has heen 


consumed,” Father ey ae 2 orks t thoes | 
maintafh that 


are three theories about th 
meteorites. Some scientists 

they are waste matter moving in space; 
othees that they are substances expelled 
from the sun or other planets. The third 
theory, and the one which has the most 
partisans, is that they are bodies which 
were expelled from the earth in early times 
when it was In an active state. 

“This theory is that these bodies were 
expelled by volcanic eruptions and sent 
far into space. When they got beyond the 
power of the attraction of the earth, they

This meteorite an ge | touched that 
point and was swallowed up Dy the earth. 

“When the ball was away from the 
earth's orbit ft was probably larger and 
quite cold. When [t struck the ground in 
North St. Louls it must have been about 
_ 000,000 degrees Fahrenheit above zero. 

“Its speed was at least 18 miles a second, 
for the earth travels at that figure The 
meteorite probably had some speed of its 
now which must be added to that figure.’’

difference in the meteorite’s speed would | 
have made it hit him with a force that | 
no cannon ball could ever acqutre.
